tombs except to coffin the purple, fow snb-
lime frescoes exceplt to celebrate the he-
roism of lbue blood, How true, how
pitifully tiue, that caustic word of
Von Moltke a8 he stood before the
portraits of Bazaine and MaoMahon in
Versailles! —*‘I think we Prussian generals
have about as much merit as these gentle-
men, but, by God! they will not place anygof
our portraits in a pantheon at Berlin.,” Of
all nations in Burope the most peacefnl and
the most unhandsome on a horse, they have
the most absard disproportion of equestrian
bronze in their streets,

When will Germany cease to worship kings,
and build for genins & Chaucer’s House of
Fame? Who will ever rear the true Walhalla
of Germany, wherein shall be gathered her
real Einheriar?

What more contemptuous term of reproach
in the rest of Europe than “‘German connt!”
In their journals they quote the sayings of
their great statesmen far oftener than we in
America do, but this is mersly the tribute of
bookworms, the conceit of learning. It is
egotism, Egotism and skepticism are one;
and it is a curious commentary on the value
of most modern skepticism that the most

worshiping nation, There is a skepticism
which i servility itself. A skeptical peopls
can never maintain repnblican government.
T'hey are too absolute—they mnst push every

| principle to its nltimate resnlts; none of the

imperfect systems which alone, in this fallen
world, ean be earried on among men will be
tolerated by them. They would pick such a
government to pieces, and establish in its stoad
such a hopelessly complisated and Utopian
effair a8 was sought to be made in 1848 in
Frapkfort. There is no elasticily in the Ger-
man character, no spirit of compromise, nona
of our American easy, swinging lalssez aller
which is indispensable to self-goverament.
The Gerxan loses his temper in politics—he
strikes blindly about him: a German minority
always protests.

The Harrisburg Telegraph says:—

The rapidity with which the natural trout
sireams ol this State have been depopulated of
this beauliful and deliclous sh has rendered
stringent legislation necessary. This and neigh-
boring counties have some yery prolific trout
streams, and to asslst in protecting them from

| unlawful visitations, we annex the following

gections of a law puassed In April, 1800, now in
exislence:—

Bection six provides that no person shall at
any time, with intent so to do, catch any
speckled brook trout with any device save only
a hook and line, and no person shall eatch noy
trout or have lo his or her possession save only

' in the months of April, May, June, and July,

under a penally of five dollars for each trout so
caught or bad In his possession.

Bectlon nine of the eanme act provides that it
shall be the duty of any coustabls having know-
ledge of the violation of any of the provisions
of this act to make report thereof to any Justice
of the Peace of the proper county, and any
other perton having such knowledge may make
complaint.

All anglers will see at onee the propriety of
conforming strictly Lo the law and thus restock-
ing the streams with trout.
